A Woman Noted In the Early History of 


the State—Interesting Facts. 


Mrs. Anne E. Harrison, whose timeral 


is announced for Monday afternoon, was 
a member of one of the most prominent 
families in the state, and was herself 
widely known in her youth as one of the 
most brilliant and beautiful women of 
her time. Her father, Elijah 0. Berry, 
was one of the pioneers, coming from 
Kentucky while Illinois was yet :i terri- 
tory. He brought with him his slaves, 
whom he at once set free. Ho estab- 
lished the first newspaper at Kaskaskia. 
was a member of the territorial govern- 
ment, afterwards state auditor, which 
position he held for nearly twenty years. 
He gave to a large family of children a 
liberal education, all of whom became 
distinguished i'l their upvcral walks of 
life, and himself and other members of 
iis family were high in office and potent 
n the allairK of the state for many years. 
Removing tci Vandiiln when the capitol 
vas located there, his home became the 
avorite resoit for the noted men of that 
ime, Douglnri nnd Lincoln being fre- 
quently among his guests. 


In the society of Vandaha, and iifter- 


vards at Springfield, Mrs. Harrison was 


great favorite, and is well remembered 


>y the older residents of those cities. She 
first married Edgar Morrison (brother of 
Hon. ,T. L. 1>. Morrison), who died at the 
Beginning of what promised a brilliant 
areer. In later years she visited Spriug- 
ield, the guest of her brother-in-law, Gen. 
W. Lee D. Ewiug, then speaker of the 
aouse, afterwards auditor, governor and 
U. S. senator, and there met and married 
Geo. W. Harrison, then and for a number 
of years thereafter a leading member of 
tho legislature. Again becoming a widow, 
she removed to Decatur 2(5 years ago, 
with her uncle, Dr. ,T. T. B. Stapp, where 
she lived a life devoted to pious work and 
the care of her family. 
She, took nu in- 


terest in literature and ait, and had a 
keen appreciation of the good, the beau- 
tiful nnd the true. Many have cause to 
remember her charitable deeds, and in 
many humble, homes there will be mourn- 
ing for thn woman gone before. 


Mrs. Harrison loft an only cliikl, Mra. 


AY. H. Eimis, of Deoatur, and three grand- 
children, Berry, William and Georgio En- 
nis; two sisters, Mrs. H. C. Bradfiby and 
Mrs. \V. Ii. P. Ewing; her nieces, Miss 
Emma Bradsby, Mrs. F. W. Burnett, of 
Springfield, Mrs. G. M. Cole and Mrs. M. 
Cr. Dale, of Edwardsville, and numerous 
others more or less remotely connected 
and living at various points in thift and 
other ninths'. Owing to the present state 
oC the weather, but few o£ the relatives 
living at a distance could bo even noti- 
fied of the Rnd event in time to attend the 
funeral.

STATE OF THE SANOAMON. 


Six Inches Rise of the River Last 


Night—Falling Slowly 


To-Day. 


The Fight to Savo the water Works- 


Condition or Bridges. 


The raging Sangamou river continues 


to be an object of genera) interest, and 
to-day many inquiries have been made as 
to its condition. 
The weather turned 


suddenly cold last night, stopping the 
rain-fall and supplementing it with sleet 
and a little snow. During the night there 
was a change in the temperature of stout j 
30 degrees. It was believed that the wa- ' 
ter in the river would fall rapidly, but 
such was not the ease. Instead of fall- 
ing the river rose, and was about six 
inches higher this morning than it was 
during any time yesterday. As the sup- 
ply has been cut oft' by the general freeze- 
up, the water commenced falling at about 
noon to-day, nnd will gradually lessen in 
depth as the hours go by. 


THE IIRIDSES. 


Tlie various bridges remain in about 


the same condition as reported last even- 
ing- all safe, witli the exception of a few 
breaks in the grades and the trestle ap- 
proaches. 
Commissioner Caldwell re- 


ports the Wikofl" wagon bridge tirm and 
in no danger of being swept away. The 
bridges northwest of the city were under 
water last evening. Most of the Mooring 
of Bea's bridge was washed out. The 
county bridge stands firm. One of the 
approaches to the Spangler bridge was 
washed away last night. In case of no 
furl her damage it will take a considerable 
amount of labor and county cash to make 
immediate repairs, so that the bridges can 
be used. 


THE WATBK WORKS. 


Had the water raised but two feet last 


night, the basement at the city water 
works would have been flooded. The 
pressure of the water against tlie till on 
the south side of tlie building has been 
very great, and it was feared that the 
brick wall would cave in; but through tho 
persistent personal efforts of Aid. Bramble 
and the engineers this threatened calamity 
was fortunately averted. Notwithstand- 
ing the extra preeatitious taken, some 
water got into tho basement, and a small 
pump was rigged up with a fire hose at- 
tachment to keep out the unwelcome 
water. It is now believed that the dan- 
ger ia passed, as it is not considered that 
the river will ri.sp higher than last night.
